He said in 
part. 


"The subject assigned to me covers 


wliat i conader one of the most im- 
portant phases of the administration 
of the atiairs of a banking institution, 
if thj directors generaliy could be 
made w fully understand and realize 
their, responsibilities and liabilities as 
such 
officers 
and act accordingly, 


there would 
be fewer defalcations, 


there would be £jwer ibad loans, there 
would be fewer closed banks and the 
whole banking fraternity would grow 
stronger in public confidence and pub- 
lic trust. A Director is not merely a 
figure-h-3ad, or rather, should npt be, 
although be oftentimes is. His is not 
merely an honorary position. He has 
work to do. He is placed on the gov- 
erning iboard of his institution liar a 
definite purpose and he has certain 
well defined and definite duties to 
perform. 
Those duties include the 


careful and thorough examination of 
the assets of tfie bank at feast twice 
each year, at which examination a 
thorough check-up should be made of 
the cash, stpcks, checks, certificates 
of deposit, cashier's checks, and most 
important of all, the loans and dis- 
counts. 


Rock of Safety. 
"It is upon the safety of your loans 


and discounts that the strength of 
your institution depends, and upon the 
Directors rests the responsibiliy of 
protecting the stockholders from loss 
by bad or excessive loans. Your stock- 
holders elect 
their Directors from 


among their membership and they 
expect those Directors to perform the 
duties required of them by law and 
to have a reasonable understanding 
and knowledge of the condition of the 
Bank. It is not required that a Di- 
rector be an expert accountant or that 
he know exactly all of the details con- 
toeeted with the work. It ia required, 
however, that he exercise the care 
and judgment and diligence of a rea- 
sonably prudent man in the discharge 
of his duties and I hold that such care 
demands that he be sufficiently fa- 
miliar with the paper of the bank to 
know; whether there are going to be 
losses to the stockholders through bad 
loans and to take steps to have such 
losses reduced to a minimum. It is 
nol| of course possible to guard com- 
pletely against loss iby.bad loana but 
proper authorization and supervision 
by Directors will go a long way tp- 
wards reducing them. The Examinar 
sent out by the Bunking Department 
is not in a position to accurately pass 
upon the paper, as ha knows nothing 
about the makers except as appears 
upon the record which is given him, 
and a note with its security that may 
appear on iits face to be wprth 100. 
cents on the dollar may in fact be 
worthless. 
The Directors, however, 


or at least some, of them are usually 
local men who are acquainted with the 
patrons of the bank andl they are in 
a position to know something of both 
the financial and moral responsibility 
of the borrowers. 


What Law Requires 


'• "Tha law calls for at least two 
meetings] a year, in which a thorough 
examination should be had, and if. 
such examination were Jn fact made, 
I am satisfied that there would be 
fewer bank failures in the Stats of 
North Dakota. I believe, that this ap- 
plies particularly to the smaller coun- 
try banks where too often the entiro 
management is placed in the hands of 
one, man and the Directors having im- 
plicit trust and confidence in him, 
never question his integrity or his 
judgment It is this one man bank 
idea that must ibe rooted out of our 
banking system before we can re- 
duce failures to the minimum. The 
honest and conscientious cashier will 
welcome a thorough investigation of 
his work. If net has made a rood 
loan, that \s to his credit, and ,if-he 
has made a bad one, he should be in- 
terested in receiving the advice of the

DRAINAGE OFTEN INJURES 


PRODUCTIVITY OF SOIL 


"Is the Corn Belt Drying Up?" is the 
title of an .interesting article In the 
Literary Digest of April 16. It comge 
at an opportune time as a drainage 
congress is being held in Bismarck to- 
day. 
There has been agitation in 
this county to dra,'n lakes and ponds, 
but this article raises a very interest- 
ing point for discussion and one on 
which tb,a drainage experts who meet 
here tomorrow can well address them- 
selves. 


The article follows: 
"Is Ofo Com^elt Drying T/pr» To 
this question, asked 
by George H. 
Dacy in an artlcU contributed to The 
Illustrated /World (Chicago) he replies 
.that it is, if toy "drying up" we mean 
the lowering-of the level of waiter 
stored in the soil. This lev«I has fall- 
en an average of nine feet throughout 
the United States since the Civil War. 
Mr. Dacy holds excessive drainage re- 
sponsible for much of the change, and 
foe thinks that if we keep it UP, Illinois, 
Iowa and Indiana may become un- 
profitably arid. 
Mr. Dacy asserts 


plainly that onderdrainage may de- 
velop into overdraiaage to the per- 
manent disadvantage of the lands thus 
rescued unless land reclamation en- 
thusiasts make tcoro comprehensive 
studies of both tha losses and bene- 
fits which result when waterlogged 
fields are drained and dried. He con- 
tinues: 


A Reterv* Moisture 


"The surplus- ground water really is 
a reserve moisture supply tor the 
erops which they can draw on dur- 
ing periods of drought. 
Ordinarily 
the upper level of the gipund water 
coincides very closaly with the. limit 
of its availability for crop growth. 
The universal lowering of the ground- 
water level • throughout the United 
States should be a matter of grave 
concern tp all of us, as it indicates re- 
atrlct^ons in potential fooct production 
unless efficient control -measures are 
instituted and practisedv'.'religiously. 


"During the last sixty years, the av- 
erage lowering of the ground-water 
level 
for the entire country has 
amounted to approximately nine feet. 
In Iowa, during tWs period, tho water- 
table level has dropped on the average 
12.5 feet. The recession of the ground 
water is still continuing gradually 
year toy year. Unless most effective 
measures are adopted and practised to 
conserve our supplies of soil moisture, 
it w^ll only be a matter of a few years 
until the great reserve supply of soil 
moisture is out of the reach of some 
of our most useful economic crops. 
Crop and drainage experts, say that it 
is time to take inventory of our water 
resources in order to dev?ss and per- 
fect ways and means off limiting ex- 
travagant leaks and losses of this our 
most important natural resource. The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture made 
a survey of fifteen ttipusand farm 
wells in all parts of the country which 
•showed that the subsoil water level is 
ba'nc lowered gradually each year due 
to our unsatisfactory systems of bus- 
banding soil moisture. 


Some Theories Exploded 
"•Scientists do not believe that this 
country is reverting tp-a condition of 
aridity rapidly or that the rainfall is 
gradually decreasing. Facts do no^ 
Buppport the fantastic theories that 
cultivation increases rainfall or that 
deforestation reduces it. The waste 


of storm and thaw waters through 
surface run-oft is one of the chief 
causes of the lowering of the subsoil 
water table. This condition, fortun- 
ately, can be remedied very easily. 
The waste of sq'l water results indi- 
rectly in depleting the fields, to a, cer- 
tain extent, of their supply of plant 
food. Run-off waters cause destruc- 
tive floods and heavy property dam. 
age-. They destroy the navigable prop- 
erties of many minor streams and al- 
so operate to contaminate th$ drink- 
ing-water supply. 
Water losses of 
.particular moment also result from 
the cultivation of the land, drainage 
and industrial operations such as min- 
ing. Oipen ditches are flagrant offend- 
ers da lowering the water table and 
increasing the run-off." 


Nature's Safeguards. 
In most of, the Cora Belt States, 
says Mr. Dacy, the local 
ponds, 
streams and small lakes were Nature's 
safeguards to maintain a fairly con- 
stant ground-water level, to stabilize 
stream flow and to reduce soil waste. 
The extensive 
construction of in- 
numerable open ditches and the drains 
with catchbasins in many 'Middle wes- 
tern faming regions has more or less 
complately removed the natural bar- 
riers. Open ditchea are objectionable 
because they waste from two to eight 
acres of land per mile while their 
banks 'develop all kinds of obnoxious 
weeds. 
Tile drainage operates to 
equalize the run-off while open ditch 
fts increase the inequalities between 
flood waters and low waters. 
We 
read further: 


Water Conservation. 
' 
"Investigations by the United States 
Geological Survey in the Watt* Moun- 
tains of New Hampshire show conclus- 
ively that the amount of forest is in 
timately associated with the regula- 
tion of .stream flow. 
Deforestation 
makes for rapid) melting of snow wa- 
ters and Increases the amount of run- 
off, floods and soil removal, while the 
protection and multiplication of oufl 
foresl resources work for the conserv- 
ation of valuable soil moisture. Po- 
tentially, the matter of water con- 
servation will be one of the most im- 
portant which wftl confront progre* 
sive agriculturists.! Intelligent drain- 
age and cultivation as practised by 
the Jeadlng Cora Belt communities 
will be the most effective weapons 
for combatting this condition. The 
open, ditch must go except in the case 
of osmmunity drainage districts where 
often conditions make it a necessity. 
"Ofle worth-wHUte suggestion of 
fered by a leading conservationist who 
also is actively engaged la agricul 
tural pursuits recommends that a 
thorough hydrometric survey be made 
of the most prominent agricultural re- 
g'pns of the Middle W«st where un- 
der drainage is practised on a large 
scale. Thi prospects are that such 
a scientific survey would indicate the 
wisdom of preserving large tracts ol 
wet and swampy land in their natural 
state. From an agricultural insurance 
standpoint, such moisture-productive 
areas would be well worth whila. 
When one also considers, that they 
could 
be developed intp valuable 
sources of wild game and fish produc- 
tion, their utility as economic proj- 
ects would l>3 endorsed. Such reser- 
vations might serve incidentally as 
parks, playgrounds or recreation sum- 
mer camps."
